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INTBODUOTION. 



In order that the intentions with which these Mnemonics have been 
written may be efficiently carried out, ihe Author desires to state, as 
succinctly as possible, the manner in which they should be used in 
class. 

Each Mnemonic should be committed to memory by the pupils, 
and its principles explained, by them, to the teacher. 

The exceptions and notes should be clearly pointed out, and, where 
necessary, committed to memory ; the teacher should then question the 
class, indiyidually, in a manner similar to the following, increasing or 
lessening the number of questions as he may deem fit. 

Q. How do you spell compliance ? 
Why is the y changed into i? 

A, In accordance with Bule I. ** When adding to words terminating 
in y, &c., &c." 

Q. Does the same change take place in the word decaying f 

^. ^o, — ^Bule I. also says, " except when before it a vowel you find, &c." 

Q. Why is the e omitted in invading f 

A, Eule II. " At the end of a word if you find silent e, &c.** 

Q. Is the e omitted in serviceable f 

A, No,— because " if able or ous follow soft o or g, &c." 

Q, Why has Almighty but one I ? 

A, Rule IX. " Double I at the end of a word, &c." 

Q. In changing the word single from an adjective to an adverb do we 
addl-y? 

^. No,— Rule IV. *« Words in 1-e with the affix I-y, &c." 



Upon each of the rules one hour should be devoted to questions similar 
to the foregoing examples, and when the pupils are tolerably perfect 
they should be questioned od the rules generally. 



Dictation exeicises should follow, the teacher taking care to intermix 
as many words bearing on the rules as he conveniently can. If the 
class be large, he should walk behind the pupils whilst dictating, mark- 
ing the exercises as he proceeds, or be in some manner enabled, before 
the expiration of the hour, to point out all the errors, and register their 
ninnber against the boys' names in the class book. 

The plan upon which the dictation should be given will vary according 
to the invention of the teacher; the following, however, may be taken 
us a guide: — 

Take a word or words from the examples for Bentenee-buUding, and 
upon these construct one or more sentences for the class to spell, dther 
verbally or by pencil on their slates — thus, Bule II., the first and second 
words are, " arrive, invade." The sentence built upon them migbt be — 

•' The arrival of the vessel was the signal for invading" 
or, " On invading the city we found a fresh arrival of troops." 

Such sentences as the above will also be found eminentiy useful when 
framed by tJie pupil as an introductory exercise to composition, in order, 
to do which, the class may be directed to construct a certain number of 
sentences on a given number of words, the subject to be some familiar 
topic, such as History, Geography, Biography, &c., &c. For example — 
Eule I., the first and second words are, "army, destroy;" upon these 
words we may suppose a boy of 10 or 11 years of age to write — 

"Cromwell's armies were celebrated for destroying ecclesiastical 
buildings." 

The third and fourth words are, " employ, giddy;" the sentence upon 
these might be— 

" H^ry V. when he became King, employed his energies in making 
amends for the giddiness of his youth." 

To each word an affix is added, in order to exemplify the rule. 

The subject — number of words given— number of sentences required^ 
&c., must be varied according to tlie standing of the class and the judg- 
ment of the teacher.

doubtful accuracy. 

ty before ons changes y into e ; as — pity, piteous : plenty, 
plenteous ; beauty, beauteous.

EXERCISES IN DERIVATION. 



REMARKS. 



The yarious sources from whence the English Language is derived, and 
ike singular manner in which the British people have for centuries con- 
structed their words, are reasons why so few persons who have only studied 
their mother tongue have any clear views of the meanings of the words they 
daily utter, or know, in many instances, their correct orthography. 

To the classical scholar these difficulties arise but seldom, for the moment 
he hears or sees a word, be it of ancient use or modem invention, he knows 
from its structure the meaning intended; but to the purely English scholar 
the case is far different, and in order to remove these impediments, at least 
to some extent, the following work has been writtiQU. 

The most ignorant person residing near a " Necropolis" from the frequent 
repetition of the word is aware that it refers to a piece of land, tastefully 
laid out, in which the remains of the dead are entombed ; but the Greek 
scholar knows that it is so called from polls and nekros, so as to signify the 
city of the dead. 

Again, the Latin scholar would know the meanings of eighty English 
words all derived fromjpono. Surely no apology need then be made by the 
Author for endeavouring to give some assistance to those who may have less 
time or opportunity than others for the study of the dead languages. 

It must not for a moment be thought that this work contains every 
English word derived from the Greek, Latin, &c., &o. ; this would require 
a volume much more extensive than could be conveniently used as a text- 
book ; nor is it intended even to approach to such a work. The manner in 
which the root words are given wiU shew that much is to be done by the 
student. 

There is a very copious list of prefixes and affixes thoroughly explained, 
followed by exercises upon which, with a little ingenuity, especially if 
assisted by a competent teacher, nearly all the difficult words of the English 
language may be built, and from their structure understood. For instance, 
after committing to memory the prefixes and affixes, let a pupil once know 
that the Latin word porta signifies a gate, porto to carry, and portus a 
harbour, all coming from the root port, how easy it will be for him to give 
the meanings of every combination of the root and its additions, as portable, 
portage, report, porter, portress, portty, unimportant, &o., &c., of which at 
least 100 might be adduced. 

In many instances a boy hesitates when spelling a word. Is it essence 
or esoense? When he knows that it comes from esse, to be, he is no longer 
in doubt Instances of this kind are innumerable, and need no comment. 

The following imaginary examination in class, may in some degree 
explain the manner in which it is proposed to use the vocabulary.
